' Washington, July 0.—The order 
fur the enlistment of ten new regi- 
ments of infantry was issued today, 
by the secretary, of war. It is as 
follows: 


"War Deportment, Washington, D. 


C., July B, 1800.—By direction of the 
president the following general rules 
are prescribed for recruiting, from 
tho country at large, United States 
volunteers, as provided for by the 
act of congress approved March 2, 
1800, .published in general orders 
No. 30 of 1899, headquarters of the 
army, adjutant general's office, and 
for organizing- the same into regi- 
ments: 


"The strength of regiments, offi- 


cers nnd enlisted men, will be as 
provided for by sections 4 and 12 of 
the net of congress approved March 
3, 1899. 


"The regiments to be organized in 


tho United States will be desig- 
nated Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, 
Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thir- 
tieth, 
Thirty-first, 
Thirty-second, 


Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth and Thir- 
ty-fifth regiments of infantry, United 
States volunteers

"Of the commissioned officers to be 


appointed for each of these regiments
